It  seemed  impossible  to  turn  away  from  the  television  replays  after  the  unthinkable  nightmare 
happened — terrorists  hijacked  two  commercial  airliners  and  deliberately  crashed  them  into  the  World  Trade  Center 
towers  in  New  York  City.  The  North  Tower  was  hit  at  8:45  a.m.  and  then  the  South  Tower  1 8  minutes  later. 
By  10:28  both  towers  had  collapsed.  The  death  toll  was  nearly  3,000.  The  terrorists  hijacked  two  other  planes  that 
morning,  crashing  one  into  the  Pentagon,  killing  190,  while  the  other  went  down  in  a  field  near  Johnstown,  Pa., 
killing  all  44  onboard.

Chretien,  at  first  moderate  in  his  support  for  U.S.  anti-terrorist  measures,  vigorously  backed  the 
launching  of  the  October  military  campaign  with  our  largest  flotilla  since  the  Korean  War,  half  a 
century  ago.  But  he  warned  that  the  war  would  be  "a  long  one."  (CP/Tom  Hanson}

In  January,  she  gave  birth  to  a  seven-pound,  six-ounce  boy,  their 
second  child,  whom  she  named  after  his  dad.  Barkway,  one  of  24  Canadians 
who  died  in  the  terrorist  attack,  was  in  a  meeting  on  the  105th  floor  of  the 
North  Tower  when  the  first  plane  struck.  (CP/Bernard  Well) 


Good  old  fashioned  hospitality.  In  the  wake  of  the  Sept.  11  attacks, 
Canadians  opened  their  doors  to  displaced  air  travellers  whose  flights  were 
diverted  to  safe  havens  while  in  the  air  that  morning.

Berry,  35,  won 
the  Oscar  for  her  portrayal  in  Monster's  Ball  of  a  tragedy- 
stricken  mother  whose  estranged  husband  dies  in  the  elec- 
tric chair  and  whose  son  is  killed  in  a  hit-and-run  accident.

A  young, 
pretty  cast— Ben  Affleck,  Kate  Beckinsale  and  Josh  Hartnett,  along  with 
Cuba  Gooding,  Jr.,  (above) — an  epic  tale  (the  Japanese  surprise  attack  in 
1941)  and  a  tragic  love  story  of  two  friends,  both  pilots,  who  fall  for  the 
same  woman.  The  critics  hated  it,  but  for  the  audience  the  flick's  got  a  lot 
of  action  and  a  whole  lot  of  love. 


Animation  sensation.  A  star-studded  cast  performed  perfectly  behind 
state-of-the-art  computer  animation  in  Shrek\o  create  one  of  the  year's 
biggest  hits  and  winner  of  the  first  Oscar  for  full-length  animated  feature.  Mike 
Myers  played  Shrek,  the  green  giant  who  goes  from  mean  to  keen;  Eddie 
Murphy  plays  a  talking  jackass — a  role  he's  perfected;  Cameron  Diaz  is  a  mar- 
tial arts  princess  and  John  Lithgow  is  the  villain.  Shrek's  quest  to  rescue  the 
princess  brings  him  into  hilarious  contact  with  a  host  of  fairy  tale  characters. 


Hidden  East  coast  treasure.  In  The  Shipping  News,  Kevin  Spacey  plays  an  ink  setter  from  upstate  New  York  who 
returns  to  his  family's  home  in  a  small  Newfoundland  fishing  outport  to  escape  a  personal  tragedy.  But  for  many, 
the  bright  light  in  the  sometimes  dark  film,  based  on  the  Pulitizer  Prize-winning  novel  by  E.  Annie  Proulx,  is 
Newfoundland,  itself,  where  the  movie  was  shot.  (CP/Ted  Pritchard) 


Crowe's  flying  high.  Once  again 
the  seemingly  unstoppable  Russell 
Crowe  is  creating  a  huge  buzz.

Co-star  Jennifer  Connolly,  who 
plays  his  wife,  won  the  Oscar  for 
Best  Supporting  Actress. 


Smith  dances  like  a  butterfly.  In  AH,  Will  Smith  had  the  critics  talking  Oscar 
before  the  movie  was  even  released.  Smith  put  on  30  pounds  of  muscle  and 
seriously  toned  up  to  play  the  part  of  the  world's  greatest  boxer.  Ten  years 
of  Ali's  life  are  depicted  in  the  film,  including  many  of  his  personal  struggles 
— divorces  and  draft-dodging  Vietnam — before  concluding  with  his  title 
fight  against  George  Foreman.  Smith  also  did  a  great  job  staying  true  to  Ali's 
famous  motormouth.  In  the  end,  Smith  lost  the  Oscar  fight  to  Denzel 
Washington  who  starred  as  the  bad  cop  in  Training  Day. 


Hollywood's  new  hunk.  Hayden 
Christensen  of  Toronto  got  a  huge 
break  when  he  was  selected  by 
Star  Wars  director  George  Lucas 
to  play  Anakin  Skywalker — the  Jedi 
warrior  who  later  becomes  Darth 
Vader — for  the  coming  new 
Star  Wars  features.  Lucas  is  known 
for  his  ability  to  turn  nobodies  into 
major  Hollywood  stars  (i.e.  Harrison 
Ford).  No  doubt,  the  21 -year-old 
Christensen  is  only  a  couple  of 
light  saber  battles  away  from

Gold  Rush.  A  slow  start  at  the  Olympics  in  Salt  Lake  City  called  into 
question  the  state  of  our  sports  programs,  but  in  the  final  days  a  slew 
of  medals  quieted  the  critics.  With  17  medals,  the  2002  Games  turned 
out  to  be  our  finest  ever  Winter  Games  performance.  Canada's  first 
gold  came  when  speed  skater  Catriona  Le  May  Doan,  (top  right),  blew 
away  the  competition  on  the  500-m  long  track.  Wayne's  boys  kept 
our  gold-hungry  nation  on  edge,  floundering  at  the  start,  but  in  the 
end  Team  Canada  didn't  disappoint.  After  a  50-year  Olympics  drought, 
Canada  roared  to  glory  with  a  5-2  win  over  the  U.S.,  with  1 2  million 
people  watching— the  largest  measured  TV  audience  for  a  sporting 
event  in  Canadian  history.

The  furor  over  Skategate  made  celebrities  of  the  off-ice 

couple  and  has  led  to  big  time  endorsement  deals,  including  one  for  Crest 

Whitestrips,  ensuring  we  aren't  going  to  forget  their  million-dollar  smiles  anytime 

soon.  Meanwhile,  nobody  thought  the  Canadian  women's  hockey  team  had  a 

chance  against  the  U.S.,  which  was  on  home  ice  and  had  won  all  of  the  last 

eight  meetings  between  the  two.  But  not  even  the  officiating  of  an  American 

referee  in  the  gold  medal  final  could  stop  Canada  from  a  3-2  upset  win.  In 

another  example  of  true  grit, few  will  forget  Beckie  Scott's  beaming  smile,  (centre), 

after  winning  the  first  ever  North  American  Olympic  medal  in  cross-country 

skiing— a  bronze  in  the  combined  pursuit.  All  in  all,  a  great  show.

Augustus  Tryon  IV?  Nicknamed  Ty 
by  his  dad,  after  the  Ty  Webb 
character  in  Caddyshack,  Tryon 
became  the  youngest  player — 17 
years,  six  months  and  one  day— 
to  earn  his  PGA  tour  card.
